I am sending you, herewith, casts of an Indian medal which 
has recently come into the possession of the New York Historical 
Society. Although a cast is not the best of mediums on which — 
to work, you will note at the tip of the palm branch on the Re- 
verse, two letters, raised, of an earlier inscription which has 
been erased to make way for the present one. Am I not correct 
in thinking that this*medal, in its shape and format, is much 
earlier than George IIt MI have looked through the "Medallic Il- 
lustrations” and fail to find anything which entirely agrees with 
it, although I note that the oval medals of this sort were popular 
for some time after the Stuart period. Is this not a usual form 
for Marriage medals of the 17th Century? 


You will also observe that the Reverse has been erased( traces 
of the oak(t) wreath border may still be seen}; and across the Mace, 
disregarding the border, an inscription in Mohawk, superimposed, of 
which a translation reads "In this year, while Pleasant Lake was a 
resident of Cayuga, a smith (or metal worker) made this medal, 1750". 
The tooling of the obverse portraits is presumably to offset wear 
which the medal had received previous to the time it was altered.

I am much obliged by your letter confirming 
your cable in which you agreed to publish the notes on 
Iberian wints so far as I had completed them. Before 
ihigrating from the Medal Room to my new office, I worked 
hard to get the material into shape. The casts are 
arranged on 36 double and one single plate. They are 
all stuck down except those (and there are some on nearly 
every plate) which are of the wrong colour; new casts 
are being made of these. When they are ready, I will 
get Waterhouse to make photographs, from which your 
collotypist will be able to work. This will be better 
than making film-negatives and sending the negatives to 
you, since they might get lost in the post, and all the 
work would be to do again. 

The text offers some difficulties, the main 
one being in the Iberian lettering. There is doubtless 
no Iberian fount available in America - or anywhere else 
except Germany (for the Spanish one, used by Vives, is 
contemptible). Therefore, except in the case of a few 
Signs which will recur constantly, I propose to make a 


/series

series of drawings of the various inscriptions. There 
must first of all be a general table of the aipiebet, 
with the equivalents used by various persons who have 
ventured into this morass before me. Then at the head 
of each section I shall have a drawing of the inscription m 
or inscriptions relevant to it. Since it would take me 
an immense time to make decent drawings myself - and they 
would only be- comparatively decent after all - I am going 
to assume your permission to put these drawings (after I 
have made the rough sketches) into the hands of Waterhouse, 
who besides being an admirable photographer is by training 
a draftsman. He is very moderate in his charges. But I 
am quite ready to pay the cost of these drawings myself, if 
that is usual with your contributors. 

If you have other views about these suggestions, 
you might cable "hold"; and I shall understand.
